Council plays 
favourites 
with schools

PROPOSALS for a mixed free 
school have been given coun¬ 
cil backing, just weeks after 
the authority opposed plans 
for a similar all girls’ facility. 

St Anne’s High School for 
Girls, a free school which 
gained approval from the 
Department for Education 
(DfE) and is due to open in 
Luton in 2017 subject to plan¬ 
ning permission, has been 
snubbed by council officers. 

But they have thrown full 
backing behind proposals to 
create the ‘Chiltern Academy’. 

The proposed secondary 
school would be run by the 
Chiltern Learning Trust (CLT), 
which currently runs Denbigh 
High, Challney High School for 
Boys and a number of other 
schools across the town, and 
would teach those aged 
between 11 and 16. 

It is understood Luton 
Borough Council (LBC) 
approached CLT and asked if it 
would consider applying to 
open a mixed free school in the 
town and on Lriday the trust 
announced its plan to apply to 


the DfE for the go-ahead. 

Chris Wright, a spokesman 
for CLT, said: “It’s very early 
days and we’re currently work¬ 
ing on the application and are 
excited about the future. The 
projection for Luton is that by 
2018 there will be a shortage of 
places equivalent to 19 forms 
in secondary schools alone. 

“This means that pupils cur¬ 
rently in primary school will 
not have a school place, unless 
they are created. I don’t feel 
that there will be an issue on St 
Anne’s High School for Girls, 
both schools will help reach a 
much needed quota of places.” 

LBC reinforced this view, 
with a spokeswoman saying: 
“We do not believe that the 
Chiltern Learning Trust pro¬ 
posal would have any impact 
on St Anne’s.” 

On why this proposal was 
given council support and not 
St Anne’s, the spokeswoman 
added: “We are not opposed to 
single sex schools, but an addi¬ 
tional girls’ school will exacer¬ 
bate the current mismatch in 
capacity between single gen¬ 
der schools. 

“There are currently 1,228 
more boys than girls in the 


Luton school system, and there 
are already 225 more girls only 
school places in Luton, in com¬ 
parison to boys only school 
places. 

“Luton needs a 1,200 place 
mixed sex secondary and the 
free school process is the most 
cost effective way of achieving 
our goal of meeting the 
demand for future school plac¬ 
es.” 

Last month the National 
Union of Teachers called for 
the Government to fund the 
expansion of existing primary 
and secondary schools instead 
of opening another free school 
in Luton. 

A spokeswoman for LBC said: 
“We are doing everything we 
can to meet the projected 
shortage of school places in 
Luton and previously we have 
used a mixture of expansion 
and new buildings to address 
this issue. 

“However, we are now at a 
stage where there is very limit¬ 
ed potential to expand on 
existing school sites due to lack 
of space, therefore expansion 
is no longer a solution to the 
growing demand for school 
places in the town.”

ers involved in the case, from 
those in response and commu¬ 
nity who were first on the scene, 
to the detectives who investigat¬ 
ed the incidents, for their hard 
work and help in fighting crime 
and protecting the public.” 

King was sentenced to 11 years 
for conspiring to cause GBH and 
GBH with intent. He will also 
serve two years concurrently for 
violent disorder and three years 
concurrently for possession of a 
knife. 

On Wednesday four of the men 
jailed previously received crimi¬ 
nal behaviour orders which for¬ 
bid them from communicating 
with those involved for a number 
of years as well as banning them 
from carrying an offensive weap¬ 
on. If they breach the orders, they 
will receive a further custodial 
sentence. 

The other 10 men were jailed 
early last month for their involve¬ 
ment in the incident for a total of 
37 years. The offences included 
GBH, conspiracy to commit GBH, 
violent disorder and affray. 

Sentences ranged from 11 years 
to 10 months.

A GANG member has received an 
11-year jail sentence for his part 
in a stabbing which took place in 
Luton town centre last year. 

Sejon King, 19, of Williton Road, 
Luton was the eleventh and final 
man to be sentenced in connec¬ 
tion with the violent disorder 
which happened on December 2. 

A fight broke out in the town 
centre, which resulted in an 
18-year-old man being stabbed. 

The victim suffered serious, but 
not life threatening, injuries. 

The violence was sparked when 
members of the Lewsey Trap 
gang ambushed the Purley Crew 
outside Luton Magistrates’ 
Court. 

Most of the boys had armed 
themselves with knives in prepa¬ 
ration for the attack. 

Following the disorder and 
stabbing, a group of men broke 
into a house in Williton Road, 
Luton, armed with knives, in a 
bid for revenge. 

Detective Inspector Jackie 
Dadd of Bedfordshire Police said:

Paedo’s guilty grooming plea after web sting 


MASKED paedophile hunters 
caught a man, who has since 
been jailed, who thought he was 
meeting a 14-year-old for sex. 

Neil Ivall and two women, who 
were wearing Guy Fawkes’ 
masks, confronted Leslie Turner, 
54, who is bald and has a mous¬ 
tache, in the ‘sting’ at Luton rail¬ 
way station. 

Turner believed he was going to 
meet a teenage girl called Lisa 
Fisher after grooming her for sex 
over Facebook. 

But Luton Crown Court heard 
on Wednesday that Lisa Fisher 
did not exist and Turner had been 
set up. 

Prosecutor Neil King said the 


girl’s profile had been created by 
people purporting to be from the 
Anonymous network and in 
court Turner, of Cromwell Hill, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to attempt¬ 
ing to meet a child following sex¬ 
ual grooming. 

Ross Talbott, defending, said 
Turner, who worked in a series of 
casual jobs, had never been in 
trouble before. 

He had started drinking after 
the death of his fiancee on the 
day of their wedding five years 
ago. At one stage he was drinking 
three one litre bottles of whisky 
at day, but he has now stopped 
drinking spirits. 

“He is a lonely individual who 


was having online relationships,” 
he said. 

Judge David Farrell QC jailed 
him for 14 months. He must reg¬ 
ister as a sex offender for 10 years 
and abide by a sexual harm pre¬ 
vention order for 10 years. The 
order includes a ban on him hav¬ 
ing contact with children in per¬ 
son or over the internet. 

The judge told him: “You knew 
right from the start this was 
someone who was only 14 years 
of age. Fortunately no actual vic¬ 
tim existed, but it was your inten¬ 
tion to meet her following sexual 
grooming. Such behaviour is 
totally unacceptable. Children 
have to be protected.”

Postcode lottery for 


emergency response

PEOPLE living in towns and villages 
on the edges of the county have a 
greater chance of having their emer¬ 
gency calls misdirected due to confu¬ 
sion over who has responsibility for 
cross-border postcodes. 

In several spots, residents have post¬ 
codes related to sorting offices in 
neighbouring counties. For example 
the SG5 code covers Astwick and 
Stotfold, but also covers Hitchin in 
Hertfordshire. Similarly NN29 covers 
Podington but also Bozeat in 
Northamptonshire. 

Bedfordshire Police says it does not 
solely rely on postcode systems, 
instead using ‘sophisticated comput¬ 
er-based ordinance survey mapping 
systems’. But East of England 
Ambulance Service (EEAST) has said 
that all of its calls are managed by BT 


and it decides based on location where 
to divert the call to, but there are 
occasions when a person who is on 
the border of two counties may be put 
through to the incorrect control room. 

Following an incident last week in 
which a man from Sandy was left at 
the roadside for almost two hours, due 
to confusion over which police force 
should attend, a local MP and health 
minister has said enough is enough. 

Alistair Burt, MP for North East 
Bedfordshire and minister for com¬ 
munity and social care, said: “I think 
it’s unacceptable for the public to be 
told by any emergency service that an 
incident is ‘not on our patch’ -1 think 
we are tired of hearing that phrase 
and we ought to be able to devise a 
better way to deal with this recurrent 
issue. I will be raising it with appropri¬ 
ate forces.” 

A spokesman for EEAST said: “We do 
operate on the postcode location sys¬ 


tem for an agreed boundary between 
services, but the service receiving the 
call would hold the responsibility of 
pinpointing the location and be the 
responsible service in the first 
instance.” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police 
added: “If a call arrives in the force 
control room but relates to another 
county it will be immediately passed 
to the appropriate force. If we have 
free resources nearby, for example 
because it is just the other side of the 
county boundary, we will offer to 
assist the lead force.” 

A spokesman for Royal Mail said 
postcodes would not normally be 
changed unless there is ‘a pressing 
operational reason to do so’ and 
added that other organisations such 
as the emergency services should not 
rely on the postal town to provide a 
geographic location as it is ‘not appro¬ 
priate in all circumstances’.

No power leaves 
woman stranded

A DISABLED woman has 
been left housebound after 
her request for a plug socket 
to charge her mobility scoot¬ 
er was rejected by a council. 

Tarisa Howe, 40, who lives 
in a Central Bedfordshire 
Council property for elderly 
and disabled people in 
Kingsway, Dunstable, 
received the news that her 
plea had fallen on deaf ears 
this week. 

Miss Howe said: “They’re 
willing to take away a disa¬ 
bled person’s independence. 


“There’s no good reason not 
to do this. 

“I’ve looked at other hous¬ 
ing options to see if they 
might be better equipped but 
there’s none out there, unless 
you’re over 55.” 

Miss Howe previously 
charged her scooter by run¬ 
ning an extension cable from 
her flat to outside, but that 
was deemed a safety risk by a 
surveyor. 

She’s now worried this could 
also mean having to give up 
her dog. 

Miss Howe suffers from a 
number of disabilities, which 
include systematic lupus, 


arthritis, scoliosis, fibromy¬ 
algia and asthma and is cared 
for by a close friend. 

She said: “I’m due to under¬ 
go surgery on both knees in 
the coming months and have 
bought this so I can still get 
about, but with no easy way 
to charge it that option has 
been taken away. 

“It could mean I have to give 
my dog away as I can’t afford 
to keep paying for people to 
walk her for me.” 

Luton on Sunday contacted 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
for a response but the author¬ 
ity did not respond in time for 
our deadline.

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Major changes to 
roads on the way

HIGHWAYS England has announced how it 
will deliver major road improvement pro¬ 
jects across the eastern region worth more 
than £2 billion between now and 2021. 

According to the company’s divisional 
director, roads and communities will be 
given an economic boost from the upcoming 
work. 

Among the developments are the creation of 
a new 13 mile stretch of dual carriageway on 
the A428, improving safety and supporting 
significant levels of planned economic 
growth in the area. 

These schemes, which will include work 
across the region to the A1(M), A12, A14 and 
Mil, come as the second phase of develop¬ 


ment - the first of which included the M1-A5 
link road which is currently underway and is 
expected to be completed by spring 2017. 

This dual-lane carriageway will link up the 
two major routes in the hopes of bringing 
more people to the area and giving it an eco¬ 
nomic boost. 

Hari Kulathumani said: “The work under¬ 
way on the M1-A5 is expected to bring huge 
economic benefits to the area, with thou¬ 
sands of employment opportunities and 400 
jobs in Houghton Regis alone. 

“This will not just be a benefit for road users, 
but also the surrounding communities.” 

The Ml and A5 will also receive some of a 
separate £2.4m pot for road surface repairs, 
resurfacing, replacing and installing new 
signs, replacing road markings, upgrading 
lighting cables and installing new LED lights 
to improve safety. 


Arrest made in 2003 murder case 


A SECOND man has been arrested in 
connection with a police investigation 
into the disappearance of a woman 
from Luton 12 years ago. 

On Wednesday a 66-year-old man 
from Luton was arrested on suspicion 
of assisting an offender and prevent¬ 
ing a lawful burial. 

He was released on police bail and is 
due to return later this month. 

A 71-year-old man from Port 
Glasgow, Scotland, was arrested last 


week on suspicion of assisting an 
offender and preventing a lawful buri¬ 
al. He is also due to return on bail 
later this month. 

Police launched an investigation in 
January last year as they believed 
Natalia Doherty was murdered in 
2003. The last confirmed sighting of 
Natalia was on April 15 that year in 
Eastbourne but it is known she was 
brought to stay with her ex-husband 
Gerald Doherty in Luton at that time.

£500k fraudster is 
jailed for five years

TRICKSTER Maria Nistor 
targeted a succession of 
sugar daddies and made 
nearly £500,000 intwo-and- 
a-half years. 

Nistor, from Romania, used 
her charms to beguile her 
victims and got them to hand 
over huge sums of cash after 
being taken in by her stings. 

Between 2011 and 2013 
Nistor, who lived with her 
daughter and Romanian 
partner in Luton, made a 
staggering £488,000 from five 
victims who were taken in by 
her tall tales and get-rich- 
quick schemes. 

The court was told, some of 
the men - who are all in their 
50s and 60s and divorced or 
single - worked in the finan¬ 
cial industries. 

Nistor, of Barton Road, 
Luton, pleaded guilty at 
Luton Crown Court to five 
counts of fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation and was jailed 
for five years. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Attenborough told how 
police in Luton began look¬ 
ing into Nistor’s activities 
after discovering she had

paid £70,000 into her bank 
account which appeared to 
come from two of the men. 

As the investigation contin¬ 
ued it was discovered more 
men had given Nistor money. 

They were traced and were 
spoken to by detectives and 
revealed they had met Nistor 
through online dating agen¬ 
cies. 

Her victims were from 
across the south of England, 
Scotland and one man lived 
abroad. 

Mr Attenborough said the 


agencies included 

Sugadaddies.com and Match, 
com. The prosecutor said her 
scams involved telling her 
victims her father had died 
back in Romania and his 
home was being repossessed. 

She told them if they were 
prepared to lend her money, 
she could buy it for a bargain 
price and then sell it at a 
profit. 

They would not only get 
their money back, she told 
them, but there would be a 
bonus. 

Anthony Bell, defending, 
said Nistor was of previous 
good character, apart from 
one road traffic matter, and 
was now anxious for her 13- 
year-old daughter who would 
be looked after by her part¬ 
ner while she was in prison. 

He said she was now 
‘remorseful’ for what she’d 
done and wanted to pay back 
money to her victims. 

Judge Stuart Bridge jailed 
Nistor for five years and she 
now faces a confiscation 
hearing at a later date. 

Judge Bridge told Nistor her 
victims had been ‘intelligent, 
educated men’ who had been 
taken in by her and found 
themselves exploited.

Wake up, France 

VCITORIA Dautovic’s graphic 
description of the horrific condi¬ 
tions being endured by migrants 
camped out in Calais (LoS, 27.9.15) 
will have caused both sympathy 
and anger. Sympathy for those 
who, having lost their homes. 

Anger, too, because this rela¬ 
tively tiny group - some 3,000 


helpless men, women and children 
in a prosperous country of over 64 
million inhabitants - have but 50 
toilets and six taps between them. 
How long dies it take to wake a 
Frenchman up? 

Many generous people on this 
side of the Channel will send 
whatever they can afford or spare 
to ease the plight of these wretch¬ 
ed victims of bureaucratic indif¬ 
ference. And many will beg our 
own government to send the Royal 
Navy to carry out a second evacu¬ 
ation as it did at Dunkirk 75 years 
ago. 

That, however, is unnecessary; 
and two simple comparisons 
(from Wikipedia’s List of Sovereign 
States), show why. The land area of 
the UK is 93,788 square miles. That 
of France is 210,026 square miles. 

And while (on 1-10-14), France 
had some 306 people to the square 
mile, the UK (at 1-7-13), had an 
estimated 679. Those who still 
remember their history may recall 
that Calais was once a territorial 
possession of England, known as 
‘the brightest jewel in the English 
crown’. Until, in 1558, it was cap¬ 
tured by France. So it is plainly a 
French responsibility today - 
unless they’d like to give it back.

Cops taking the flak 


BEDFORDSHIRE’S Police has 
been receiving flak for being one 
of three police forces that, for 
over two hours, failed to attend 
to a motorcyclist who had skid¬ 
ded off his bike into a ditch on 
the boundary of the three coun¬ 
ties, breaking an arm. 

This breakdown of cross-bor¬ 
der protocols as the incident 
was passed around three police 
forces and two ambulance 
trusts is inexcusable and the 
policing aspect has rightly been 
self-referred to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
by the force for which I am 
responsible. 

The appropriate lessons must 
be learned and we are indeed 
fortunate this was not a more 
serious incident. 

But I am left wondering why 
Bedfordshire Police ended up 
doing the work of another emer¬ 
gency service by ferrying the 
injured man to hospital? By the 
time police attended some two 
hours after the initial call for an 
ambulance was made the police 
officers could still not be told 


when an ambulance might 
arrive. 

It’s not the first time the police 
have been called on to do the 
work of the ambulance service, 
and I’m sure it won’t be the last. 

The reality of emergency ser¬ 
vice provision in 2015 seems to 
be next to no ambulances availa¬ 
ble for non-life threatening inju¬ 
ries and barely enough police 
units to attend incidents that 
require it, let alone those that do 
not. 

So rather than pointing the fin¬ 
ger, we all need to start getting 
used to the idea that our already 
overstretched police can no 
longer be expected to be the 
emergency service of last 
resort. 

More worryingly, this is before 
the further 25-40 per cent gov¬ 
ernment police funding reduc¬ 
tions expected in the 
Chancellor’s November spending 
review.

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Vigilante family 
spared from jail

THREE members of a family turned into a 
vigilante group after a man in their street 
exposed himself on his front doorstep. 

Shelina Sopa, 41, her son Nadeem Kadir, and 
her younger brother, Ahmed Jakaria, both 18 
at the time, forced their way into the man’s 
Luton home forcing him to escape through a 
bedroom window. 

Inside the house the man’s wide screen TV 
was damaged and so too was his Sky Box, 
costing a total of £715. 

In his kitchen Sopa, who had armed herself 
with a knife, scattered coffee all over the floor 
and a microwave was also damaged. 

On Monday, the three, who live in Ivy Road, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to burglary with intent 
to cause criminal damage on August 6, 2013. 

The judge added that Sopa hadn’t reported 
any previous incident to the police. 

Sopa was given an 18 month jail term, which 
was suspended for two years, and ordered to 
carry out 180 hours of unpaid work as part of a 
supervision order. 

The two younger defendants were each sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months in a young offenders’ 
institute which, in their cases, was suspended 
for two years, and ordered to do 120 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Sopa was told she must pay the man £250 
and her son and her younger brother pay him 
£225 each and were handed a restraining 
order for the next two years which prevents 
them from entering the man’s property. 


Towns royally 
good ties with 
empire nation 


THIS week Howard Chandler looks at streets 
with connections to royalty and India in 1911. 


Seven streets laid out off Dunstable Road 
first appear on a map in 1915. Churchill, 
Beresford, Medina, Durbar, Highfield, 
Chatsworth and Shaftesbury form a block 
that continued Luton’s westward expansion. 

The names appear random but can be con¬ 
nected by the third Delhi Durbar, an event 
attended by thousands of the elite of Britain 
and India to show the power and wealth of 
the Empire. 

The royal yacht, RMS Medina, was only 
used for one ‘royal’ voyage, to transport King 
George V and Queen Mary to India for the 
Imperial Delhi Durbar in 1911. 

The Duchess of Devonshire was on board, 
leading us to Chatsworth House in Derbyshire 
and the Earl and Countess of Shaftesbury 
also travelled on the ship. Winston Churchill 
was First Lord of the Admiralty from 1911 to 
1915 and Baron Beresford (1846-1919) was 
an Admiral and politician.

GROWING up as an only 
child meant Luton Culture 
employee Viji Desikan was 
the darling of her family. 

The 31-year-old commu¬ 
nity centre assistant was 
born in Tirupathi, India, 
but grew up in Chennai 
with her mother, father and 
a host of relatives who con¬ 
stantly fussed over her. 

Wherever she went, there 
was always someone near¬ 
by making sure nothing 
happened to her and she 
enjoyed close relationships 
with aunts and uncles. 

Viji says: “Most of the time 
I was with my family and I 
never went out much with 
friends. Until I was seven or 
eight I was the only child in 
the family, because my 
uncles were bachelors, so 
they really took care of me 
and wouldn’t allow me any¬ 
where outside. 

“If I went to the beach, 
park or zoo someone had to 
be with me, even if it was 
just to cross the road.” 

As a young girl, Viji says 
she never considered trav¬ 
elling abroad, so she 
focused on completing her 
studies. After high school 
she did a bachelors degree 
and then a masters in bio¬ 
chemistry in 2006. 

She then became a techni¬ 


cal editor and part of the 
training involved a trip to 
the UK in 2007. 

“I came to London for the 
training and that was my 
first time travelling 
abroad,” she says. “I came 
here for a week and when I 
arrived I really loved the 
place because it was totally 
different. Chennai is a hot 
city and I came in November 
so it was cold and a differ¬ 
ent experience for me. 

“It was my first flight out¬ 
side the country and I was 
without my parents and my 
family. I came with my col¬ 
leagues. I really loved it.” 

The trip to London creat¬ 
ed an itch Viji resolved to 
scratch when the opportu¬ 
nity presented itself again. 
Fortunately, it did a few 
years later when she mar¬ 
ried her fiance Mithun in 


2009. He had been working 
as a research analyst before 
they met and soon after 
they married he came to the 
UK to do a masters degree 
in Bradford in 2010. Shortly 
afterwards Viji joined him 
and the couple moved to 
Luton after Mithun found 
work. 

She says: “We thought, 
Again, it’s a new thing for 
us’, but we could manage in 
Bradford so I thought we 
could do it in Luton. When 
we came here he was work¬ 
ing a lot. 

“When he was a student 
we had some time to spend 
together but when he start¬ 
ed working, other than the 
weekends, I hardly saw 
him. I thought, ‘I can do 
housework for some time, 
but after that I am really 
bored, I don’t have any

friends or anyone to move 
around with or talk to’. I 
decided I had to come out to 
do something for myself 
and also for society.” 

Viji says her main problem 
was a lack of confidence but 
that all changed when she 
started volunteering. She 
developed friendships and 
was ‘roaming around’ the 
town helping Luton Council 
deliver its services. 

The change in her charac¬ 
ter was so remarkable that 
when she went to India ear¬ 
lier this year her family 
commented on how differ¬ 


ent she seemed. 

“I’m more confident now 
than I was before, so even 
they could see that in the 
way I talk to people and 
interact with them, they 
could see that I had 
improved a lot. 

“I wouldn’t talk much 
before. People would have 
to come and talk to me and 
I’d just respond with a ‘yes’ 
or ‘no.’ But now they can see 
that I’m interacting more 
with people. They really 
like it, they like the change 
in me.” 

Viji says she feels she has 


blossomed in Luton and is 
excited about her future. 

She adds: “This is the 
place where I found I could 
do whatever I could to 
improve myself, my skills, 
experience and confidence 
level. 

“I’ve gained more knowl¬ 
edge about different cul¬ 
tures and I’ve met many 
people. I gain more knowl¬ 
edge from them and they 
tell me about their culture, 
what they celebrate and 
their different occasions, so 
I would say that this is one 
of my favourite places.”

Town’s MPs backing

JEREMY Corbyn’s speech at 
the Labour Party conference 
on Tuesday has been 
endorsed by both Luton’s 
MPs. 

The new Labour leader gave 
a speech in front of delegates 
at the party’s annual confer¬ 
ence in Brighton, which was 
also well received by the 
party and the public at large. 

One person who was quick 
to sing the praises of the new 
leader’s speech was his long 
time ally and friend, Kelvin 
Hopkins, MP for Luton 
North, who felt it was a wel¬ 
come return to the party’s 
roots. 

Mr Hopkins said: “I was 
there from beginning to end 
and thought it was absolutely 
wonderful. 

“Among the majority of del¬ 
egates, this was what they 
wanted to hear.” 

Mr Hopkins, who was the 
first person to nominate 
Jeremy for leadership of the 
party, maintains he can lead 
Labour to victory in the next 
election, saying: “I think he’s 
definitely up to the job. 


“We’ve got difficult eco¬ 
nomic times ahead and we 
need people of the left in 
charge to encourage growth 
and move away from Tory 
austerity.” 

Despite tendering his resig¬ 
nation from the Shadow 
Cabinet upon Mr Corbyn’s 
election, Gavin Shuker, MP 
for Luton South, was also 
impressed by the new leader, 
overcoming his reservations. 

Mr Shuker said: “I thought 
Jeremy covered some very 
important issues, like the 
lack of affordable housing - a 


problem that we are sadly 
familiar with in Luton. 

“Our leader also talked 
about business and how 
Labour would support the 
thousands of self-employed 
workers in the country and 
touched on the disgraceful 
consequences of the new 
individual voter registration 
system that has taken mil¬ 
lions of people off the voting 
system. 

“All in all it was a very opti¬ 
mistic speech, setting out 
Jeremy’s plan to change the 
way we do politics in Britain.”

Man sentenced for 
food safety hazards

THE owner of a takeaway 
was prosecuted on Wednes¬ 
day for health and safety 
and waste related offences. 

When council food and 
safety officers visited Royal 
Peri Peri, 140a Leagrave 
Road, last December, they 
discovered poor standards 
of cleanliness and hygiene 
including unsafe electrics 
and evidence of pest activity. 

Officers told the owner to 
clean up the kitchen and 
improve food hygiene prac¬ 
tices, and served health and 
safety and food hygiene 
improvement notices. 

When officers visited the 
premises again, they found 
standards had not improved 
and the hygiene and health 
and safety improvement 
notices had not been fully 
complied with. 

Officers then revisited 
Royal Peri Peri several times 
but each time they found lit¬ 
tle improvement, despite 
repeated advice to the owner 
on what needed to be done 
to improve standards. 

Royal Peri Peri’s owner Mr 
Ali Khan pleaded guilty at 
Luton Magistrates Court on

25 August to two health and 
safety offences, 14 food 
hygiene offences and a sec¬ 
tion 34 Environmental 
Protection Act offence for 
waste related matters. 

Mr Ali Khan’s brother, Mr 
Atif Khan, pleaded guilty 
to obstructing an officer in 
the course of their duty and 
a Section 6 (1) Bail Act 
Offence. 

While the council took 
legal proceedings against 
both Mr Ali Khan and Mr 


Atif Khan, Mr Atif Khan 
mainmaintained that his 
involvement as a joint food 
business owner was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

The court sentenced Mr Ali 
Khan to an 18 week prison 
sentence, suspended for 18 
months. 

Mr Ali Khan is also prohib¬ 
ited from managing a food 
business for four years, and 
was ordered to pay council 
costs of £2,825 and a £100 
court surcharge.

Major upgrades unveiled 
for entire Kia Cee’d family 



BIG CHANGES: The first deliveries of the new family arrive in UK this month 


Kia has unveiled a major package 
of advancements to the entire 
European-designed, European- 
engineered and European-made 
cee’d family. 

The revisions, which affect the 
five-door cee’d, three-door pro_ 
cee’d, spacious cee’d 
Sportswagon and sporty cee’d GT 
and pro_cee’d GT, introduce new 
powertrains bringing major 
improvements in fuel consump¬ 
tion and emissions, modified 
chassis settings and styling and 
trim changes. There are also 
significant additions to electron¬ 
ic driver assistance features and 
connected car services. 

First deliveries of the new cee’d 
family will be arriving in UK 
dealerships this month priced 
from £14,905 (cee’d), £15,250 
(pro_cee’d) and £16,750 
(Sportswagon). The pro_cee’d GT 
is priced at £23,105 and the cee’d 
GT at £23,605. 

The cee’d family becomes the 
first range of models to be 
available with Kia’s advanced 
new 1.0-litre ecoTurbo petrol 
engine as well as a new 1.6-litre 
CRDi diesel and seven-speed 
double-clutch (7-DCT) automatic 


gearbox. 

Both 998cc engines have been 
engineered to require 10 to 15 
per cent less fuel than the 1.4- 
litre multi-point injection or 1.6- 
litre GDi units in other versions 
of the cee’d family, with similar 
reductions in emissions. 
Depending on model, fuel econ¬ 


omy is up to 57.6mpg, with C02 
emissions as low as 113g/km. 

All three cee’d body styles are 
also available with a new 1.6- 
litre CRDi turbodiesel engine. 
This has increased power - up 
from 126 to 134bhp - with 
greater torque of 280Nm in 
manual versions and 300Nm

Golf GTE 

Take a look inside... 


The Volkswagen Golf GTE 
promises some faintly absurd- 
looking efficiency measures, 
emitting 39g/km of C02 and 
managing 166mpg on the NEDC 
fuel economy tests. Of course, in 
the real world, this plug-in hybrid 
probably won’t make anywhere 
near those numbers, but with 
204PS on tap, it’s got the muscle 
to back up the sporty styling. 
Keep your eye on this one. 

The GTE is powered by a 
combination of a 150PS 1.4-litre 
TSI petrol engine and a 102PS 
electric motor. Unfortunately, 
that doesn’t mean you get 252PS. 
When used together, they nev¬ 
ertheless deliver a useful 204PS - 
and the torque figure of 350NM 
can’t be sniffed at. When both 
power units are running in paral¬ 
lel, the GTE will accelerate to 
62mph in a crisp 7.6 seconds and 
on to a top speed of I 38mph. It 
can even hit 81 mph using electric 
power alone. 

Naturally, the GTE’s battery 
packs put it at a weight disadvan¬ 
tage compared to a GTI. The ex¬ 
tra 120kg of lithium-ion batteries 
and the 80kg of electric motor 
lift weight to 1,520kg but the ad¬ 
ditional bulk is mounted very low 
in the vehicle which means that 
the GTE will feel planted and 
well-resolved in a corner. 


A big part of the GTE’s ap¬ 
peal is that it doesn’t look that 
different to a GTI. Visually, the 
Golf GTE combines elements of 
the look of the e-Golf and the 
GTI. The front bumper features 
C-shaped LED daytime running 
lights, like those on the e-Golf, as 
well as aerodynamic horizontal 
fins, like those on the GTI. 

Inside, as on the outside, the 
Golf GTE features blue highlights 
where the GTI has red. You still 
get the flat-bottomed steering 
wheel with its circular hub and 
deep dish with audio, telephone 
and cruise control buttons 
mounted on two of its three 
spokes. There’s also a set of 
drilled pedals and a big alloy foot 
rest. The vehicle speedometer 
and tachometer are familiar and 
the latter is supplemented by 
a power meter in the central 
display, which shows the status 
of the battery, whether or not 
power is being used and the 
intensity of any regeneration. 

The GTE offers the tantalising 
prospect of a Golf Mk 7 that’s 
quick and fun to drive with the 
running costs you’d normally 
associate with a stunted citycar. 

If ever you needed evidence of 
technology as an enabling factor 
in vehicle development, you 
couldn’t do a lot better than this.

Jack’s a happy super-sub

Jack Marriott scored his second 
Luton brace in a week and said 
he won't complain about his 
‘super-sub' tag - for now. 

The striker came off the bench 
for injured Craig Mackail-Smith 
in the 28th minute and then 
fired a four-minute second half 
double as the Hatters thumped 
Hartlepool 4-1. 

Marriott is now Town’s top 
goalscorer with six and they’ve 
all come in twos and on each 
occasion the Hatters have won. 

The 406 travelling fans in 
Victoria Park recognised his ter¬ 
rific contribution and serenad¬ 
ed him with his very own song, 
chanting ‘Swing low Jack 
Marriott...’ to the tune of the 
England rugby anthem. 

Asked about being called a 
‘super-sub’, the 21-year-old said: 
“I’m not surprised. That’s some¬ 
thing you get when you want to 
come off the bench and make 
an impact. Super sub is not the 
worst [tag]. I’ll take it. I’ll just 
hopefully get a few more goals, a 


few more starts and push on.” 

Marriott has only made two 
starts for Luton, but they’ve 
come in cup competitions, so 
asked about leading the club’s 
goalscoring charts despite that 
record, he said: “I can’t really 
complain with that. 

“It’s not a bad stat but I’ll hope¬ 
fully get a couple more starts 
and score some more goals, but 
as long as I’m doing my bit for 
the team, scoring when I can 
and when given the chance 
then it’s all good.” 

Town have now won four 
League Two games on the spin 
and sit just two points off the 
play-offs despite an opening 
month of the campaign where 
they failed to win. 

“After a slow start we are really 
starting to get going now,” said 
Marriott, who was also joined 
on the scoreboard by Jonathan 
Smith and Oily Lee. 

The striker, however, was also 
quick to praise Luton keeper 
Mark Tyler after he made four 
stunning saves to keep out 
Pools hitman Rakish Bingham. 

“There were a couple of times 
where I thought they were about 


to score, where their number 
nine was in,” Marriott said, add¬ 
ing: “Numerous times he has 
saved us and he deserves all the 
plaudits he’ll get.” 

Tyler was modest, saying: “I’m 
there to save them, Jack is there 
to score them. We’re all a team 
and it’s not just down to me.” 

Talking about Marriott, the 
goalie said: “That’s why Jack has 
come here. The gaffer knew 
what he was about. He’s got his 
opportunity because Craig has 
come off, but he’s got his two 
goals. He always scores goals, 
he’s like that in training. He’s a 
similar player to Craig and if 
you put it in the box he’ll be 
there to finish it.” 

Equally important to Town’s 
victory was Tyler’s triumph over 
in his individual battle with the 
Pools striker and he said: “It was 
a battle between me and 
Bingham and luckily I came out 
on top.” 

Luton’s slow start to the cam¬ 
paign looks to be well and truly 
behind him and they soon have 
the chance to keep things going 
as they travel to Gillingham in 
the JPT on Tuesday.

On most occasions the loss of your star striker 
to an early injury would be a cause for con¬ 
cern. For Luton the answer is Jack Marriott. 

The student is very rapidly becoming the 
master after he replaced marquee summer 
signing Craig Mackail-Smith in the first half 
and then blasted a four-minute second half 
brace - his third double of the season - to leave 
the Monkey Hangers of Hartlepool swinging. 

Before that, the Hatters played some pretty 
stuff but rarely looked like taking this contest 
by the scruff of the neck against a side that had 
only won once in seven previous league games. 
That, though, is the benefit of possessing an 
arch poacher like Marriott. 

After just two starts, the hitman is now 
Town’s top goalscorer with six - and the 406 
travelling fans serenaded him with his very 
own song, chanting ‘Swing low Jack Marriott...’ 
to the tune of the England rugby anthem. 

But the 21-year-old’s contribution was only 
made possible by a stunning display from 
goalkeeper Mark Tyler. Four times the veteran 
stopper denied Pools frontman Rakish 
Bingham. Three of them were stunning. 


On any other day the Pools ace would have 
been the hero, so it is slight cause for concern 
that the former Mansfield man was gifted that 
many chances - but Tyler is no ordinary goalie 
and he proved his weight in gold yet again. 

Success takes many forms and Luton are now 
starting to come up trumps in all the vital 
areas. They weren’t as convincing as the score¬ 
line suggests, but it’s hard to argue against 
four goals on the road - with Jonathan Smith 
and an Oily Lee stunner adding to that tally - 
and four wins on the spin. 

Last term, Town netted just 17 away goals. 
They have now blasted 15 in six and are start¬ 
ing to build a very definite head of steam. 

The hope is that there is still more to come 
from this team. There has to be if they are to 
truly justify their promotion credentials, but 
the difference from the first month of the cam¬ 
paign is remarkable. 

Bingham’s nightmare began as early as the 
third minute when he evaded the Town 
defence only to smash low and wide but, for 
the first 15 minutes, they looked sharper, more 
committed and more direct, with pace to burn 
on the flanks. 

So it came as some surprise that, with their 
first penetrative attack on 17 minutes, Town 
took the lead when Luke Guttridge’s cross was 
spilled by goalkeeper Adam Bartlett and Smith 
thumped in for his second in a week and 
fourth of the campaign. 

Then came the blow of losing Mackail-Smith 
to injury in the 28th minute. What a relief it is 
to have Marriott as back-up. 

Before the forward even entered the fray, 
Tyler produced his first stunning block to keep 


Bingham out, but it was no surprise when 
Pools restored parity just before the break, 
even if Luton looked to have seen out the per¬ 
fect first half. Oates whipped in a devilish 
cross that Billy Paynter headed in off the turf 
and beyond the reach of Tyler. 

Town regained the lead through some good, 
old fashioned agricultural football in the 53rd 
minute. Luke Wilkinson’s headed clearance 
turned into an enticing through-ball for which 
Marriott needed no second invitation. He 
raced clear and slid past Bartlett. 


There was more to come from the young 
Hatter but first Tyler pulled off another top 
drawer save to deny Bingham. Luton raced up 
the other end, Guttridge fizzed across the six- 
yard area and there was Marriott to stab in 
another, four minutes after his first. 

Tyler stopped Bingham twice more before 
Lee showed the United man how it’s done with 
a blockbuster half volley into the top corner 
from outside the box. It was his first for Luton 
but he’ll do well to catch man of the moment 
Marriott. They all will at this rate.
